The 
cost of the labels was only $2,85, 
yet the car of labeled melons sold 
.-it auction for .$100 more Ihan the 
unlabelcd melons. 


Some, critics might cite this as 


an example of 
unearned 
profit. 


Many have condemned branded 
merchandise because it commands 
a higher price than the raw ma- 
terials justify. 


Freeman, however, demonstrates 


that Ihe seller who puls a label on 
his goods is entitled to a higher 
price and that buyers gladly pay 
the higher price because they are 
conscious of added value. 


The seller of unlabeled guilds 


sheds responsibility the moment 
he makes a sale. He passes all 
risk lo Ihe buyer. 


"When 
Wio planter labeled his 


melons." 
explains Freeman, "he 


assumed a risk. He said in effect. 
'If you don't find lliesi,' melons lo 
your laste, you can ca.'ily avoid 
Wilmol watermelons after 
this.' 


He stood lo lose on future sales. 
The risk economically justified the 
added reward that the public auto- 
matically awarded him."

Story Is That Weiss Drew, 
Unlucky Slip—and Went 


to His Suicide 


BATON ROUGE, La.—(#-)-Whlle

Huey P. Long, following his 


burial at 4 o'clock Thursday after- 
noon, is destined to spend his eternal 
sleep, one of the senator's closest 
friends demanded a federal investiga- 
tion of his slaying. 


Thousands continued to file past 


Long's bier as he lay in state in the 
capitol rotunda, and hosts of people 
from all over Louisiana and other 
states arrived in Baton Rouge for a 
tremendous funeral in the shadow of 
the statehouse. 


At 9 o'clock 
Thursday 
morning, 


strung out in single file to pass Sen- ' 
ator Long's bier, the crowd extended 
a quarter of a mile in length and was 
growing steadily. • 


Was It a "Blackball"? 


NEW ORLEANS, La.-While the 


most powerful 
survivors 
of Huey 


Pierce Long, sole proprietor of Louis- 
iana, were weeping for him and fight-- 
ing one another to succeed him, every ' 
police and investigating body in -the 
state was checking an amazing story 
about the real reason for his assassi- 
nation, 


On the surface, the story sounds fan- 


tastic. But, because on every street 
corner here people ^are saying that Dr, 
Carl Austin W^eiss, ..the 
enigmatic,,, 
' " ''got " 
*'" ""••* 
, 


It is being seriously and thoroughly 
investigated. 


The story goes that a secret group 


of intellectual patriots, infuriated at 
Long's policies and fearful that he 
would, in effect, become entirely in- 
dependent of the United .States of 
America coolly decided to erase King 
Long from the picture. They formed, 
so the reports have it, a secret "jury 
of death." They met in secret conclave, 
sentenced Long to death unanimously, 
and then drew lots to see who should 
be the assassin—which meant suicide, 
because the assassin of Long was cer- 
tain to be killed by his bodyguards. 


The story as it reached police in 


Louisiana is that the little doctor, 
moody dreamer who was educated in 
Vienna and who was convinced that 
Long should die, got "the blackball." 


Fantastic Story Credited 


The Long leaders believe that a se- 


cret "jury of death" doomed Huey and 
selected his assassin. 


"I am confident Senator Long was 


killed as a result of a murder con- 
spiracy," Earl Christenberry, secretary 
to the laic senator, said late Wednes- 
day. 


"I believe Dr. Weiss was one of the 


conspirators and that he was selected 
by lot as the assassin. I believe if he 
had not carried out his assignment, he 
would have been dealt with by other 
conspirators. 


•'We are pressing an investigation 


along these lines." 


The jury of death sounds more fan- 


tastic to an outsider than it does to 
Louisianians because they know any- 
thing was possible duo to the strong 
passions that 
Long 
aroused in the 


hearts of men.

F at in families, now on relief rolls, 


or farm families which have exhaus- 
ted all credit resources in an attempt 
to keep off relief, are eligible to ap- 
ply for rehibililntion lomis. Families 
will be selected on the basis of ex- 
perience, character nnd ability to con- 
due1 farming operations. 
l.(Hii.( Must Be Repaid— 


"The purpose of these rchibilitation 


loans." Mr. Reid said, " is to prevent 
farm families from having to receive 
relief. We are extending loans to fam- 
ilifs which satisfy the Resettlement 
Administration both of their desire, 
and ability to become self-supporting 
if they receive some small assistance 
in the form of a loan with which to 
tarry on farming operations. 
Funds 


which the Resettlement Administration 
is advancing will be properly secured 
and will have to be repaid." 


In Region Six, covering Arkansas. 


Mississippi and Louisiana, G5.403 fam- 
ilies are now receiving such aid from 
the rehibililaUon program formulated 
last year by the FERA. The average 
loan per family amounts to approxi- 
mately $200.

"Tho nature of the program," said

son:,! attention to each family's prob- 
lems. The extension of a loan should 
make it possible for the client to not 
only become self-supporting, but to 
repay the loan. Consequently, in each 
county the county farm agent will co- 
operate with rural resettlcemnt rep- 
resentatives in working out a sound 
management plan which will offer the 
best opportunity fro profit. Loans will 
be extended only after all details cov- 
ering the investing of money, and a 
plai; ofr epayment, have been worked 
out." 


If the individual farm plans require 


it, farmers will be financed with loans 
(•) purchase farm tools, livestock, feed, 
I'ei tilix.er. building material, and other 
capital goods.

Tlic first plan of the company was 


Vo drill a comparatively shallow test 


i well, about 2,300 to 2.500 feet, 
but 


I the decision has since been made to 
! carry the well to a greater depth. No 
well has ever been drilled in this sec- 
tion to a greater depth than 2,500 feet, 
and by going to 4,000 feet the com- 
pany will be able to thoroughly de- 
termine whether there is un oil bear- 
ing sand below where the Trinity is 
supposed to be, at about 2,300. 


Mr. Biggs advises that for the deep- 


er lest a heavier rig will be required 
and that the outfit which is to bo 
used is now in use, and will not be 
available until sometime in October. 
It has been the intention of the com- 
pany for the past month or more to 
begin local operations not later than 
September 15, but due to the decision 
to go to the greater depth, which m-c- 
essistated u heavier rig, the well can- 
not be commenced until this rig is 
available.

Mr. Biggs 
says that the decision to go to the 
4.000 foot depth is the cause of the 
delay in operations; but he believes 
the deeper tset will be much more 
satisfactory than will be one to the 
2.500 foot level, and he is of the opin- 
ion that the landowners granting the 
short term leases will be willing to 
extend their time in order to got the 
deep test.
